Washington, March 14fA, J834.— It is well 
known that the printing patronage in both 
Housed of Congress, 1« corruptly hedtowed on 
the foes of the ndinifii«tration. 
The nefarious 
practice, therefore, adopted by the opposition, 
of instigating “ distress’ meeting«, and solicit­ 
ing “ distress" memorials, with no other possi­ 
ble result. than to put •>() or 1(H),000 dollars in 
the pockets of the printers, 1« a gross and out­ 
rageous embezzlement of the public treasure 
t f the country ; an act of turpitude and atro­ 
city that ought to he branded with public in* 
famy, cauterised with public execration, and 
hermetically scaled with public indignation 
and condemnation, by every honest man 111 
the* nation. 
I do n’t stop to argue ; I merely throw out 
an opinion—make an admission !—to warn 
the friends of tho administration against fol­ 
lowing the example set by its foes. 
I sin­ 
cerely hope 1 shall sec no proceedings ol coun­ 
ter “ distress" meetings presented to Congress, 
to he printed for the benefit of our adversaries, 
the public printers, that a lew more thousand« 
miiy be put in their pockets. 
Public opinion, 
w e know, is represented by at least a majori­ 
ty in the House ; though it seems only to he 
reprobated by a majority 111 the Seriate; there 
is no occasion, therefore, in these distressing 
times, to get up counter memorials, to be 
printed at a vast expense, to indicate public 
opinion ; more especially as nobody can be 
benefitted by It but our adversaries. 
I now come to the orders of the day. 
Gen. 
McKean presented 
the great Philadelphia 
Memorial, approving of the course of the ad­ 
ministration. 
TbO “ sinners groaned" .without 
being called upon ; there was more distress 
with the opposition, than there has been with 
any of their constituents, unless it be those 
whom they misrepresent. 
Gen. McK. had 
rather a delicate tusk to perforin in presenting 
the memorial, as it not only approved of the 
measures oi tho administration, but indicated 
an opinion about a successor; which called 
upon ifj Gen. for a “ n o n -c o m m itta las it is 
well known he goes for Judge M'Lean. 
lie 
presented 
Ihreo 
“ distressing’’ 
memorials, 
which, on the subject of “ succession,’’ were 
aome, it not all, distinctly to Ins taste, 
Mr Tallmndge continued his speech to-day, 
on the depoaitc <|uestion ; and at nearly 3 
o'clock, when 1 left, lie had not concluded. 
On the deposite subject he lias distinguished 
himself as a sound, constitutional lawyer : Ins 
speech is one of the ablest that lias been de­ 
livered ; und notwithstanding so much has 
been said on the subject, he gave many new 
and excellent views of it 
He ripped the op­ 
position now and then in the flank ; but did 
not often turn aside to gore them. 
The House was engaged on the appropria­ 
tion bill, principally debating on an amend­ 
ment to give Dr lleaumont some thousand or 
two dollar« for his “ internal improvements” 
in the soldier’s diaphragm ! 
Mr Adams made 
an able and conclusive argument against such 
appropriations, and the House put their veto 
on it. 
A great many members spoke learned­ 
ly and unfeurnedly on the subject. 
But the 
Doctor s experiment upon the bowels of Con­ 
gress, did not succeed so well, ns those upon 
the soldier’s.

The first blow.—This has been struck, and
